Tho Attornoy General, in moving the first 
reading of tho European District Resorva- 
tion Ordinance Ameomiment Ordinanco, 
ssid the ubject of the bill was to make cor- 
tain restrictions as regarda the buildings of 
a Chinese chatacter, which were made ino 
recent Ordinance applicabla-to a particular 
district in Hongkong, also applicable to an- 
other district to be called the Hill District; 


including portious of the Colony specified 
in the Ordinance. Tho Hill District meunt 
a district bounded on the’ East by the Wan- 
chai_and Aberdeen valleya,-on the West 
and South by a carriage road from the City 
of Victorin to Pokfuluot and. Aberdeen, 
and on the North by the European Dia- 
trict of the City of Victuria. The bill was 
also intended to maké. the same general 
provisions that applied. to tho Euro- 
poan district as duiinud in the Ordinance 
reforred to applicable to the district incla- 
ded in this new Ordinance. 

Tho Colonial Secretary acconded and the 
first reading was passed. 

THE SORPRESSION OF GAMDLING. 

The Attorney General, in moving the first 
Teading of the Ordinsuce to amend Ordin- 
ance 9 of 1876, said. the object of the Or- 
dinance was to amend the Gambling Ordin- 


ance; and it provided for the punishment of |" 


the keopers of gawbling houses. apeciall-, 
while withdrawing from the scope. of the 
Gambling Ordinance the eases of persons 
who might be found haunting or frequent- 
ing gambling houses; provided in fact for 
more sevora punishment for the keupers 


went to prhon. That in itself is wn in- 
jus‘iev, and it is more than an injue- 
tice; it is a. vory aerious evil, when wa 
consider that a vory great majority of 
the Chineso and a vory_ Iatge number 
6f the Earopeans ara gambling continually. 
Tt appeurs-to me, however, morally most 
wrony that aome people shonid be panished 
while othors escapo for what is mado o 
crime and who aro really morally no worse, 
Tsay that that isu vory serious ovil in it- 
acif, for this reason that it obliterates what 
ought to bo a distinct boundary, that is tho 
boundary between criminal. and innocont 
acts. If poopla ara continually sont toGaol 
for an offence which is boing continually 
committed by othera wnd ag renards whom 
the only differotics ia that they aro not 
found out,—if they see those boing “con- 
victed and if they seo 4 punishment 
awarded which is ‘practically tha 
samo as that awarded to thieves,— 
why I say that tho feoling against crime 
must be greatly dulled ; and in that respect 
not only moral injory but substantial injury 
is done to the community, benuso the in- 
ducementa to restrain real crime ate mado 
theruby tho less, That is the chiof objoct, 
bat another reason is foand in thaimpracti- 
cability of soparating those poople in the 
presont gaol. The peoplo who are convicted 
of gambling arereally after sll morally no 
worse ‘than a very large portion of the 
population, and not to separate them 
from tho ordinary criminals is I say 
a groat wrong. You may have aman who 
never did a real erimo in his lifo 
made a criminal of and. thrown into gaol 
beside real criminala, simply because ho hus 
botted hia fow cash in a gambling hous. 
For these reasons this Ordinance although 
small ia very important; because thera 
ought not to baa moment's delay about it, 
and we cannot bring in « large ordinances 
at once. Another reason why I bring 
it in now is this. I may say I have 
been taking very sorions respunai- 
bility upon me for some months past in ra< 
leasing such poople ‘after a few days’ im- 
prisonment. My principal reason for doin, 
that in the first instance was the crowde: 
atate of our Gaol in face of the cholera; 
but in looking into the matter, I deter- 
mined at the earliest moment that J would 
bring in slaw of this kind, and: meanwhile 
1 would reduca to oa little as possible the 
punighmnont of ordinary gatublers, At the 
eamo time, while doing this I beliewa gam- 
bling is likely.to bo much more completely® 
suppressed by making the people who are 
really responsible suffer most—keepers of 
gambling houses and eellera of. lottery tic- 
kots—to cause them to be neccssarily in- 
flicted with vory severe punishments, For 
that reason I hive withdrawn altogether in 
their cases the'option of a fing, Thatis the 
principle of the ordinances and I recommend 
it to the Council for consideration.

His Excellency—I think it would be well 
that I should say a few further words’ res. 
pecting the reason for this Ordinance. T may 
aay in the first place that after a very long 
experience I am somowhat sceptical about 
the repression of gambling by Act of Par- 
liament, I yiold to nobody in my feeling 
with regard to the evils catsed by gambe 
ling... Ubelieve they never have been over- 
estimated ; I believe they aro very great 
indeed. But from such experience as I 
havo had of tho world I believe they aro, if 
not actually impossible, almost impossible 
to suppress by Act of Parliament. Woall 
know the extreme difliculty of enforcing 
Jaws which are against the fecling of oven 
a majority of the population, and we know 
that we have abundant instances of that in 
the world at this moment—that when the 
majority of the ‘population is againet 
tho law the process of enforcing the 
law is exceedingly difficult. With regard 
to this apectal matter of gambling 
we have seen in England what uiter 
failures laws on the aubject are, and I need 
hardly soy that the influence of the vico is 
by no means so universal there as itis in 
China, In my youhger- days a law was 
phased to suppress the lists for betting on 
horse races, and it-was supposed that was a 
very great blow struck at gambling on horse 
ruces, What was tho result? There might 
be some slight temporary check, but it was 
not very long before thera arose a system of 
starting priccs which nobody has been able 
toreach. Every time I go home I see 
gambling is gutting worao and worse, and I 


T) believa tho ovil at the present’ moment, 


although the sums may not be nite 
so large in individual bets, is incomparably 
greater than ever bafore. 
tempts to suppress this vice by Act of Par- 
jiament. Although these, I am sorry. to 
aay, are Very inuch. my views, I am aware 
that there is a strong public feeling the 
other way. I am. aware there isa desire 
that wa should make every puasible effort te 
suppress gambling, and if such efforts 
should be made successfully nobody would 
more fully approve of them than 1 would, 
But while I say I atm in donbt sbout 
the success of a measure I am_ most 
certain that auch a measure as wa 
du have should be aa effective as possible 
and should hit-the right people and hit 
thom hard. Tho general subject of gam- 
bling isa vory large one and to put it down 
completely in Hongkong, if we have the 
feast chance of putting it down effectually, 
we must deal with various conditions and 
consider 3 number of facts which would 
takes considerable time. . I believe the views, 
of the Government are now brought tolerab- 
ly to a focus on the whole aubject, but the 
ordiuance intended to deal with it is not 
quitetinished and Tam afraid T'ean't promise 
it fura month or two; but meanwhile 2 
very great evil is continuing end it is to 
to meet this evil that I introduce this 
short ordinance. I bring this forward 
aa an explanation of why this short 
ordinance is introduced just’ now, ag it 
might appear..that after the labour of

It has been mentioned ubove that the 
balance of Ordinary Revenue cannot be es- 
timated with exactness owing to uncertsinty 
ag vo the issue of certain: recommendations 
which the Governor is about:to make to the 
Secretary of State. Thy great rise which 
has taken place in recent years in the cost 
of living, especially in the: mittce of rent, 
demands in the Guvernor’s opinion sume 
consideration for the Gavernment Officers. 
Those who havo becn appoiuted recently, 
even though as compared with their prede- 
cessorg thoy may be’ required to do more 
work for emolument which is practically Josa 
havo comparatively little cause for com- 
plaint. There is however real hardship in 
the case of those appointed before the rise 
in question took place, especially those with 
amall’ salaries. Some special reief also 
seems to be required in the caso of officers 
appointed from England in consequence of 
the groatfallin exchanzs, For their ability 
to ‘make provision for the future of them. 
selves and their families hes been thereby 
largely decreased; and.it- secms right that 
as regards some proportion of their galeries, 
the difference between tha rate of exchange 
at the time of the receipt of salary and thes 
which proviiled at the dete of their dppoint.

Another of the recommendations referred 
to is, with respect to tha ‘cusb- of the Gap 


a special tnx on the slnpping uf 14. cent per 
tun ; and os the decision of the Government 
‘on this point was with the unanimous sup- 
port of the un-officiul mombers of Council, 
‘eimmunicated to the Secretary of State 
and approved by him, the probable retum 
ur auch o tox, viz, $45,000 appers in tho 
estimates of Rovenue. But aines the nhove 
decision was urrived at enrly in the year, 
tho financial prospect has much improved ; 
and as it ig a Fict clearly recognised by 
competent opinion, that taxca on trade 
alfect it injurisusly to an extent which is by 
no means measured by the umount of Ro- 
venue producyd, it appears to the Governor 
specially desirable to render such an impost 
28 light as practicable in a Colony to which 
ita Comtaeres is of such paranount im- 
portanes. For this reason the Governor 
will recommend to the Secretary of State 
that the special vota for this Light-house 
shall be } a cont instond of 14 cent por ton, 
By this means tha burthen will be distri- 
buted over a longor poried ; and it ia prob- 
able that in the course of 8 yeat or two the 
condition of the Revenue may warrant the 
complete relief from it which a¢the present 
moment would bu improdunt. - Should ¢hia 
proposal be approved by the Qouncil and 
receive. the aanction of the Secretary of 
State, a sum of $30,000 will require to be 
deducted from tie total estimate of Re- 
yenne ; tha balnnes of Revenue over ox» 
ponditure being also reduced by a like 
amount, 

RRMISSIONS — REDUCTION IN ASSESSED RATES, 

As rezards other remission, of taxation, 
tho abalition of the liceuce for cargo-boat- 
mob scarculy necds explanation. As the 
number of licences was unlimited, no ad: 
vantage was obtained from the tax, and 
such an impost on mere unaxilled labourers 
could therefore receive a slight justiteation 
only from tie fact that the licence was 
usuful for Polico purposes. But as identi- 
fication was impossible without photo- 
gtapha, to obtain which in the cnaca of sume 
4.000 people has been fuund impracticable, 
all reasun for the tax completely fails. 

The other and more important remission, 
for which allowance is made in the Esti- 
mites, consista of a reduction of one-and-a- 
half por cent. in the assessed ratus—a re- 
mission whieh is over eleven-and-a-half per 
cent. of the whole of the rates paid in the 
town of Victoria and of course forms 4 
much larger proportion of the lower ratea 
paid in the cou: try districts. The Governor 
bad hoped to be able to propose a still 
larger reductiun of this tax ; vut owing to 
an uncertainty which will probably come to 
an end in the course of a few months, and 
which he will then bo able to explain, he is 
anable to de so at present lest he should 
thereby repeat thy mistrke of soma years 
ago by taking a step which may shortly 
havo to be retraced. Tho reduction actually 
proposed however is a substantial relief, and 
it is hoped that it may prove practicable to 
make » further reduction at no very dis- 
tant date, 

THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 

Another point requires notice. The 
present favourable condition of the finances 
appears to afford a fitting oppurtunity fur 
drawing attoution to the Imperial Institute 
=-an object which ia the Governor's 
opinion ia woll desorving of a contribution 
from thia Colony. As Hongkong ix almoat 
entirely dependent on Commerce, and has 
little or no manufacturing or agricultural 
industry which would deriva beneft from’ 
amore exteuded knowledge of its products 
in England, the objuction te taking part in 
a mero Exhibition is intelligible, aud not 
without turce, But the uddition to the 
original project of a plan for a Commerciat 
Moseum scums in itself aot only to justify, 
but to render most desirable, sume 
aubstantial suppurt to the Institution on 
the part of thia Coluay,. The Governor 
understands that the excellent Museums of 
this kind which have been established in 
Germany have’ boen a very appreciable 
fackor in the res arkable — commer- 
lal progress which has been made by that 
eouutry in recent years ; and it seema ovi- 
dent tata cullection which is kept ¢on- 
tinually supplied with samples of the goods 
actually rayuired by, or likely to prove at- 
tractive to, the peoples of all countries, 
cannot but be of great advantage to a com- 
munity which, relatively to its numbers, 
possesses & commercy Lot uly not equalled 
but probably not approached in wagnitade 
by any otherin the world. The Governor 
is therefore of opiniva that without wppeal- 
ing to British sentiment or to Imperial 
seniiment or indeed to any suatiment at all, 
the taking of sotnu share in the Institute 
by this Celony imey be advocated on, purely 
* business’ grounds; and epart frm this 
consideration he believes that it would here- 
after become for various reasons a subject 
of regret if Hongkong should porsist ia 
atandiug alouf from « Great. Institution 
which hua bean deemed worthy of the sap. 
port of all the rest of the Empire. 

Though holding theso viewa, the Gov- 
erpor dyes not feel that he would be justi- 
fied in giving to them practical effect by 
plucing a vow for the purpyse on the 
Kstimates without the unanimous, ot 
alm.st unanimous, approval of the Las? 
lative Council ; and he refers to + p 
here in order that ig ms- . abject 
tion in Pinance ” ay Teceive considera.

-~pelugion the Governor indulges the 
unps thet whether his opinions as sbove 
| expressed meet with the concurrence of the 
Council or not, the Menbers will at least 
ayres with him that the financial conditiva 
and prospucis of the Colony, as revealed by 
the above survey, nny bo regarded as a 
subject of very justifiable congratulation. 

The Governor-hua in this message con- 
fined himself entirely to questions of fia- 
ance. He proposes, in anuther, to pass

same time some general indicatiuns of the 
mnéasirés which he hupes te ba able to 
submit to the Consideration of the Council.

The throo mon—two. ahopmon and

brought bofore Me Pollock: in tho Polico 
Uourt to-day, Me Wotton. appoared for 
the progecution, and Mr Ho Wpaun for the

thor evideace for the prosecution, 

Ohau Chung, P. §, 6B, anid—I produce a 
hook which is a foki’s pay-book belonging 
lathe Wo Kee shop, for the 14th year of 
Kwong Sui. I find in the book tho name 
given by the first defendant, and every 
month following that there is a monthly * 
sutry of wages paid to him of $2.8). ‘Ifind - 
ulso the name of the avcond defehdant, with 
similar. entries following. : 

Lai Ayau said--I am employed at Mossra 
Hassoon’s. I know the Wo Kee shop. The . 
firat and second prisoners aro employed 
there. I know the master of the shop. -1 
have not seon him lately, not for upwards 
of a month. | ¥ 

By the Court—I have known the first - 
and second prisoners -for suveral years, The 
iat priaoner is aelanaman of mins. Ho 
hus been employed in the Wo Kue shop for 
alittle ovors year. Tho second defendant, 
who belongs tu the next villagé to mine, has. 
been employed thero for about the sume 
langth of time. I have uover secon tho’ 
third defendant before. : . 

For the dofence of the third defendant, 
Kwek Asam, boatwoman, asid she stayed in 
the third defendant's boston the 23rd Sap- , 
tember. That was the day on which tho 
third defendant was arrested. The firat 
and second defendants hired the boat on 
the Bank wharf. They suid ‘ work the boat 
aver to Hungham to’ take delivery of aad 
varry something.” Tho twe defendants 
varried the goods out from tho entrance to 
the docks and put them in the boat, a 

By Mr Wotton—The hire of the boat was 
aighty cents including the carriage of the 
cargo. LI saw the cargo brought on board 
und put into the hold. The first and seeond 
prisoners said as the boat: was a small one 
the goods had botter bo put fore and aft, 
down below; some was also put in the middle * 
hold. ‘fhedeck boars were put on over the 
fore and aft compartmonts but not over the 
middle hold, Witness minded the sail. 
She had never seen any cargo similar to 
thia brought over before, 

This coneladod the evidence, 

Me Go Wysun said that by the evidence 
it appeared that the third defendant waa: 
not involved in any way in the case. Ho 
waa simply a common carrier and as, such 
was bound to carry any yoods he might be 
hired to carry. Whon ho wae arrested he’ 
volunteered information to Inspector 
Quincy and even’ tovk him to find out the 
person who gavo the cargo to be carried. 
Tt wos, he thought, quite clear thatthe man 
was perfectly innocent, and he therfore’ 
asked for his discharge. 

Mr Wotton submitted that as regarded 
tho first and second defendants there was” 
suificiont evidence to -find them guilty, 
under section 75 of Ordinance 7 of 1865, of 
receiving stolen goods knowing the same to 
havo been feloniously stolen. It had been. 
proved conclusively that the goods wora thio 
property of the Dock Oompany and that thoy. 
were on {his particular day feloniously 
taken away from the promises by one Jesua 
there employed; that the gouda were hand- 
od by him to the three defendants, and 
that they were conveyed from Kowloon 
to Hongkong; so that o8 regarded the 
ownership of the property aad the 
Btealing there was no. doubt whatever. 
Tho- only point’ was as regards’ the” 
weight of the evidence showing feluninus 
knowkedgo. on, the part of the firat 
and second dofendsnts. These men; un~ 
doubtudly engaged « boat to carry the goods - 
and avemed to have taken rather more than | 
ordinary precautions for the concealment of 
the goods on board the boat, indicating. to 
some extent what- was passing in their 
minds while thoy were committing the act ; 
and not ouly that, but it was proved that - 
they were the actual fokis of the Wo Kee 
shop, the master of which acemed to have 
rua away, leaving these two men to battle 
with tho trouble they had got into. It 
might faiely be presumed that thoy when - 
they hired this boat for the purpose of go- - 
ing to Hungham docks, ona day on which . 
it woa not uaual to transact business there, 
know perfectly well the.kind of errand they 
were going upon. It waa very seldom 
clearly proved oxcept from .surroundin; 
circumstances what was the exact state ofp 
man’ mind when he was committing 9: 
crime, but i¢ was, he sabmitted, evident 
that in thi; case tho mon must have known 
thoy and their master wore doing’an illegal 
thing, and thot they were receiving these 
goods from @ man: Who W28 stealing them, 
As regarded the third aan thy evidence 
was not-so strong. Had it been that 
he had had a large amount paid to him 
for going over to the dock-or had’ ‘any- 
thing taken place out of the ‘ordin: 
course of his business, there “would hava 
been more strength in the evidence against’ 
him, but there wav nd particulur point ia 
the evidence against him, ‘(cxeapt that -he 
was hired by thu othor two mon to go.there 
and come back,) showing that horeally waa:
